Failure to do so makes the runner 
or runners liable to be put out. 
This 


happened in the case cited and both 
runners should have been declaret 
out for failure to return and hok 
their ban- until the hall was caught

from his home In South Barre. 


His arrest came after he had been 


followed som» distance through the 
underbrush 
by 
Terpestra, 
George 


Brooks and George Kell, members of 
the state patrol; Lieut. Roy Kimball 
of the Holdnn station and other state 
patrol officers. 


Brooks first saw Rea near the Thom- 


as Hinclley farm and he called other 
officers by firing signal shots. 
Rea 


was In a clump of bushes, but started 
to run and gave the officers a chase 
before Terpestra grappled 
with him 


and made the capture 
with 
little 
difficulty. 


When h» was discovered, Rea had 


a double-barreled shotgun and, 
al- 


though he left South Barre with onl. 
a light shirt, trousers and shoes and 
stockings, he also had a raincoat when 
sighted. In his night, he threw gun 
and raincoat away. 


The officers rushed him to 
Barre 


lockup, having In mind 
threats 
of 


lynching heard soon after the killing. 
After a grilling, he was arraigned be- 
fore Justice John L. Smith on a charge 
of murder, preferred by Deputy Sher- 
iff Daniel Rice of Barre. A plea of 
not guilty was entered and he 
was 
bound over without bail 
for 
the 
Fltchburg superior court. 


Rea told the officers h« remembered 


nothing after leaving South Barre. but 
said he thought he wandered through 
the woods In the vicinity of Coldbrook 
nnd Willlamsvllle, getting back nearer 
home yesterday morning and going to 
sleep in a clump of bushes. He could 
offer no motive for the shooting, and 
apparently did not realize the serious- 
ness of his situation.

and in this, we believe, he lost a great opportunity of leaving a lasting 
monument to his memory. He died intestate, .leaving an estate estimated 
at $8,000,000 to go lo his heirs as the law decides. It is safe to say, 
therefore, that the lawyers will get a good slice of the estate. Had ha 
followed the example of Freeman B. Shedd, he would have won the 
lasting gratitude of the people of this city and would have made the 
best use possible of a portion of his wealth. 


It is to be regretted that men of great wealth do not make more 


public donations of the kind chosen by Andrew Carnegie or even by 
Mr. Shedd. It has been objected that we have slighted some snch giffs, 
and that of Mr. Shedd in particular, by delay in developing the park 
he donated to the city in accordance with his plans, but the general 
design is being gradually developed so that eventually it will be fully 
realized. 


There need be no fear that any gift of this kind will be slighted 


or undervalued. It is. very unusual for men so wealthy as was F. F. 
Ayer to approach advanced oge without making a will; but perhaps he 
felt thnt he had yet plenty of time and that as a result he put off the

In the decree of Judge Hand Van 


Heusen has been granted a monopoly 
of the soft collar business of the coun- 
try under patent rights awarded him 
in 1921. 


The "Haberdasher King," as he has 


been called, has already collected over 
a million dollars In royalties on the 
Van Heuaen collar. The decree of the 
court entitles him to about $4,000,000 
more in damages for Infringement of 
his patent rights by Cluett I'eabody & 
Co., 
Inc., and Earl & Wilson. 


Unless the decree Is set aside on ap- 


peal, Van Heusen will be able to pre- 
vent all the other great collar manu- 
facturers from making the soft roll 
collar by his process which the court 
has found is the only successful proc- 
ess for making the soft collar popu- 
lar.As the soft colar superseded the old 
stiff collar because it was considered 
an improvement, eo the Van Heusen 
roll collar now threatens to drive ev- 
ery other brand of soft collar out of 
the market by reason of the court's 
decree.

The court held that "any etarchless- 


collar containing a. multiple-ply inter- 
woven fabric (I. e. webbing), closely 
enough woven to make the collar hold 
Its form," was an infringement of the 
Van Hftiisen patent and J.hat all the 
semi-soft or webbing collars of the 
defendants were an infringement, in- 
cluding not only the 50-cent all web- 
bing collars such as the "Service" by 
Cluett. Peabody and the "Sagelawn" 
and "Oaklawn'* by Earl & Wilson but 
also their cheaper collars such as the 
Aratftx" by/Cluett, Peahody and tho 
"Greenlawn 
and "KIplawn" by Earl 


& "Wilson. 
Earl & Wilson's semi-soft 


collar attached shirts were also found 
to be an infringement.

The "collar king." as the decision of 


tho court has made him, Is a man of 
extremely simple tastes. 
Although 


millionaire, he prefers 
to live In 


modest rented flat at

place, Jamaica Plain. He abhors motor 
cars and will not ride in one if he can 
walk or take a trolley. 
He Is spend- 


ing the summer at Marblehead, but It

This simplicity Is not due to parsi- 


mony of any kind, for 
ho IB a gen- 


erous and big hearted man, but It is 
due to clear thinking. Why should he 
be bothered with the upkeep of houses 
and motor cnrs, he says, when he can 
hire one when he wants It?
